We then said that, in the 
absence of details, it was safe to assume 
that the abolition is to be made under re­ 
strictions so as not to create any commer­ 
cial distress, and probably would be found 
to be based ujxin a scheme of further grad­ 
ual emancipation, after the order of that 
adopted in the Empire some years ago.

But in all cases where slaves are 
working upon coffee plantations, they are 
to be continued at such labor for three 
years, on payment to them by the planters 
of small weekly wages, and on condition 


t h a t they are supported meanwhile, and 


t h a t they shall not be imprisonc-d, as here­ 
tofore, for slight offenses. 
A t the end of 
three years they are to be absolutely free. 
There is no other instance in the world’s 
history of u -b vast emancipation, with so 
little friction, as in the achievement of 
Brazil. 
It has cost the Empire a great 
deal of treasure, but no blood, no wars, no 
•erious political involvments, no social 
revolution. 
Dom 
Pedro, who has for 
forty years and more labored for that lie 
now sees accomplished, is deathly ill and 
away from his people, and will very likely 
not recover or lie able to return to his 
Empire; but lie can die content, now that 
the noble end which has influenced his 
entire reign has been attained. 
A great 
deal of credit is due to his daughter, the 
Princess Isabel. 
She has been as ardent 
an abolitionist as her father, and has 
labored side by side with him in the 
cause of freedom. 
She is now Regent, 
and must presently come to the throne. 
When she does, she will fill it with ability, 
haviDg already ¡.roved her entire capacity 
for the high office. 
She is a woman of 
brain, 
foresight, 
courage and caution. 
Under her rule, with the slain of human 
bondage forever wi¡<etl out, the immediate 
future of Brazil will ¡.rove to be of great- 
• -t promise and importance. 
The general knowledge of the nation and 
its people, its arts and its industries appears 
to be much limited, hut hereafter, unless 
we greatly mistake the indications, Brazil 
will be one of the best known nations of 
the new world, first in its influence ujion 
the South American continent, and second 
only to that of the United States upon the 
two greater Americas. 
In territorv it is 
as large as the United Stales, if we exclude 
Alaska; it is peopled hv the descendants 
of an industrious and spirited people; it 
has nearly 15,000,000 of inhabitants; it 
produces nearly everything luxuriantly 
common to semi-tropical regions; it is rich 
in minarais and precious stones, and vastly 
•o in woods; and it has many large navi­ 
gable rivers. 
It is not, and never will be, 
■griculturally the equal of the United 
States, as its soil on the whole is not so 
fértil , though it is blessed with a milder 
dun ce ; but it produces many things that 
can be grown only indifferently, or not at 
all, in the United States—as rubber, cof­ 
fee, mandioca, etc-. 
1 he foreign commerce 
of the country now exceeds $200,000,000 
a year, and is more than hall in value of 
all the foreign commerce of the whole 
continent. 
Brazil looks to the United 
States for most of her machinery ; research 
has not yet given her domestic coal; her 
roads are poor and few, and her resources 
not hall developed; she is heavily in debt, 
and her territorial area cripples economic 
government; in the Argentine Republic 
she has a powerful competitor as a grain- 
producer and industrial rival; but ail these 
obstacles will be overcome in the new era 
that has dawned. 
With Brazil our rela­ 
tions must become closer than cow ; at 
present Europe supplants us in the atten­ 
tion received, but the natural relations of 
the Americas, the output of American 
trade, the goad standing American inanu- 
itc:ures now have in the empire, and the 
•pirit of progress in Brazil, forbid that 
such alml! continue to be' the rule1.

Gabriel Haines, who was 
for nearly 
twenty yeais a Justice of the Peace in this 
•ity, died yesterday morning at the resi­ 
dence of Constable Frank Swift, where he 
has lived for m any years. Deceased was 
born in Germany in 1814, emigrated to 
America in 1836 and located in Wiscon­ 
sin. 
lie came to California in 1851 and for 
nine years conducted busiuess for hintself. 
At the election in 1«G1 Mr. Haines was 
elected Justice of the Peace for Sacra­ 
mento City and held the office for two 
years. 
He was elected again in 1866 and 
aerveil until 1870. In 1872 he was again 
elected to the sr.nte office and held it al­ 
most continuously from that time up to 
the last election.

Ex-justice Haines often presided in the 
Police Court during the temporary ab­ 
sence of Jadges who have occupied the 
position of Police Judge, and when that 
Court opened yesterday morning. Justice 
C. N. Pest feelingly alluded to his deatb, 
and paid a tribute to bis worth. 
Remarks 
were also in atle by ex-Poiice Judge W . A. 
Henry, ex-City Attorney H art, City A ttor­ 
ney Church and Judge Buckley, and when 
the Court adjourned it did so out of respect 
tor the memory of the deceased. 
Deceased was a member of W ashington 
Lodee, No. 20; Sacramento Chapter.

plicit knowledge of their previous acquire­ 
ments, still it was evident that they had 
benefited in greater or less degree by elo­ 
cutionary teaching and vocal culture.

cannot but think that it was a mistake to 
give them the ta'-k of presenting so difficult 
a comedy as ” Pygmalion and Galatea.” 
Every character in it is susceptible of so 
many and sharply different shadings, and 
the ulay has been given by so many highly 
skilled artists, that to enter upon any criti­ 
cism that will not present the amateurs 
in contrast with these and preconceived 
conceptions of proper rendering of tbe text, 
woubi be difficult and repugnant. Amateur 
dram atic perform anees are better left to 
stand aside as distinct from the drama 
in the majority of casis. 
They have their 
value, and it is a high one in serving to 
illustrate 
how 
difficult, laborious and 
meritorious is tbe work of the acceptable 
professional. The drama is an edged tool, 
and save in rare cases, best handled when 
handled least by the unskilled. Consid­ 
ered, however, purely from the amateur 
standpoint and as an entertainment illus­ 
trative of im m ature conceptions of right 
methods of interpretation, it is to be said 
the chief interest last evening centered in 
the 
effort 
of 
Mrs. B. U. Steinman 
as Galatea. The lady is a reader of 
no small ability, and is self-possessed. 
That she made the part altogether too seri­ 
ous work, an linve.-teU it with too solemn a 
character, is to gay that she wholly lacked 
the vivacity, simplicity, na'tirulness, in­ 
separable fr.jtn the innocence of tbe vivi­ 
fied marble. Nevertheless, despite the in­ 
toning of her sentences, she reads with an 
earnestness that in pure pathos would be 
quite effective. She had reason to he grati­ 
fied at the great abnndanoe of rich flora! 
testimonials 
offered, 
and 
tbe warmth 
of the applause of a host of cordial 
friends in the audience. J. F. Logue 
was Pygmalion. W in. Hailey Lencippe, 
Miss Cora Clark, Cynisca; Miss Belle Star- 
cel, Daphne; Miss Fannie P. Cravens, My- 
rine, and F. W. Cuthbert, Chrysos. The 
ladie3 were more at home in text and ac­ 
tion than the gentleman.

Anderson, Parsons, Randall

gave evidence of considerable mimetic 
ability, but the piece afforded no opportu­ 
nity to judge of their ability to read text 
worth the hearing.

THE FRÜIT CROP IK Y0L0. 


P ro sp ects o f a F a ir Crop - N ew V arieties 
o f A p ricots—T he G rape Crop. 
The W oodland M a il publishes the follow­ 
ing notes from J. R. Springer, of that city, 
concerning the fruit crop of Yolo county: 
Peaches are plenty as far as I can learn, 
but apricots are rather below an average. 
The Moorpark bloomed in tim e to be 
caught by a late frost. 
After the first frost 
few blooms came out and a few apricots 
was the result, but most of them have 
fallen off. 
I must award the prize to the 
Routier or New Peach apricot again this 
year for productiveness. 
It is a constant 
bearer, and there is ¡no better for drying 
and for general purposes. The fruit is not 
so sweet as the Moorpark, and it is not so 
juicy, which makes it a better shipper. 
W e have several varieties of apricots in 
this section that we do not know any 
name for. 
I will try and describe three ot 
them, and if any one can give us any light 
on the subject, we would be thankful. 
It 
has been told me that the buds came from 
N. W. Sm ith's orchard sear Vacaville. 
The first variety ripens next after the 
Pringle. 
The tree looks very much like 
the Routier, only it íb more of an upright 
grower, very vigorous; leaf, same shape 
and a shade fighter green; bears young 
and constantly; fruit resembles the Routier 
in shape, only about two-thirds as large, 
with a blush on the side exposed totbesun; 
free at the p it; flesh, a shade fighter. 
It is 
the first variety that comes in of any con­ 
sequence among us. 
I regard it to be good 
for drying, and canners took it last year 
with others and did not demur. 
There is 
one thing against it—iis lack of sweetness 
that the Moorpark and Royal have. 
Another variety is a vigorous and up­ 
right grower, will grow very thick in the 
top, if allowed to : leaf round (21 inches in 
diameter), very dark green; fruit ripens 
the sam e as the Routier, and is 
one- 
third larger than any Royal I ever saw ; 
blush on side exposed to su n ; if not ex­ 
posed 
a 
cream-colored flesh the same 
(creamy). 
The last two varieties described ripen the 
same tim e but do not bear young. They 
do not am ount to much before they are 
five years old, but after that bear regularly 
as far as we know. 
Trees over that age 
have done so with us. 
Prunes, so far as I can ascertain, are a 
good crop, and one gentleman told me he 
sold his last year’s crop for 10 cents per 
pound, and has been offered the same for 
this. 
The grape looks exceedingly well, there 
having been no late frosts to interfere, and 
the warm weather we have had has caused 
the vine to do its best by way of foliage 
and bloom . Taken altogether, the pros­ 
pects for this year's harvest are good, equal 
to, if not above, the average.
